dering their prisoners, authorities 
said the report had been verified, 
and tallied with the announced 
policy of ‘he SS Elite Guard in 
this campaign. 

The only survivor of the ruth- 
less slaughter was wounded badly, 
but managed to crawl a tortuous 
mile and a half to the Allied 
lines. 

Riddled with bullets, the sur- 
vivor played dead while the Ger- 
mans ground their hobnails into 
the faces of the Americans and 
kicked them mercilessly. He told 
his story through bleeding and 
purple lips while doctors worked 
over him.

Education in the North 


It is reported that Maj.-Gen. W. W. 
Foster, special commissioner for defence 
projects in northwest Canada, is arranging 
with the university of British Columbia to 
extend higher educational facilities» by cor- 
respondence to the remote areas of the 
Yukon. 

It is a splendid project that will con- 
tribute to the settlement of the north 
country. Lack of educational agencies is 
one of the powerful factors that operate 
against migration into isolated commun- 
ities. 

But Alberta also has a north of her own. 
There are vast rich and productive ter- 
ritories, capable of sustaining hundreds of 
thousands of people, which look to this 
province for leadership and assistance. 

Would it not be an excellent idea, then, 
for our own provincial university to sur- 
vey the situation to see what can be done 
along lines similar to those planned by the 
university of British Columbia? 

The community which becomes the cul- 
tural centre of new areas will inevitably 
become its commercial and economic cen- 
tre,

How Badly Congested? 

Five cities have already been declared 
“congested areas” within the meaning of 
the compulsory rent order: Montreal, Ot- 
tawa, Toronto, Vancouver and Victoria. 
In these centres emergency administrators 
will be appointed, who will have blanket 
powers to make any and all vacant houses, 
apartments and rooms available to tenants 
who need living quarters. 

The understanding is that such action 
will not be taken in cities if the municipal 
councils say it is not necessary. Edmonton 
has been one of the most congested war- 
time areas in Canada, but the situation has 
considerably improved in recent months. 
There was never an indication that condi- 
tions here were aggravated by any general 
disinclination on the part of householders 
to take in roomers or convert spare rooms 
into suites. Quite the contrary was the 
common householder attitude. 

There have been complaints in Edmon- 
ton that some landlords would not let 
apartments to tenants with children, Aside 
from preventing this discrimination, it is 
doubtful if compulsory measures would 
greatly increase the amount of accommoda- 
tion available or otherwise affect the situa- 
tion here, 

Edmonton is cramped by an actual 
shortage of living quarters, rather than by 
unwillingness of those who have homes to 
share their premises with tenants.

Do They Want Democracy? 


Whether or not Prime Minister Chur- 
chill persuaded the faction leaders to stop 
fighting, he made clear to them that Brit- 
ain’s interest in Greek affairs is simply that 
of a benevolent neighbor who wants to see 
order established, food distributed, a start 
made toward the reconstruction of the 
country, and the setting up of a govern- 
ment by free vote of the Greeks using a 
secret ballot. 

What other Allied country is there 
whose people do not wish for precisely the 
same things? These are, in detailed ap- 
plication, the things for which the democ- 
racies are fighting; and Soviet Russia also 
agreed in advance to British intervention 
with these objectives in view. Whatever 
the faction chiefs or any of them may 
think about it, Mr. Churchill cleared Brit- 
ain before the eyes of the world of the 
charges that it was intervening there under 
a reactionary impulse, for selfish purposes, 
or in an attempt to maintain the monarchy 
even if the Greeks desire a republican con- 
stitution. 

It is something that Mr. Churchill went 
to Greece and told this personally to the 
disputants—and the Greek people at large. 
These know now, and the world knows, that 
there is no wish to interfere with their 
rights of self-government in any way; that 
the only purpose is to help the country back 
into a condition in which those rights can 
be exercised 

It would be a bleak outlook for contin- 
ental Europe if Greece should prove to be a 
country where democracy cannot work, 
For that is the country where democracy 
was born. 
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The “Problem” Is Traffic 


The National Railways this year have 
carried twice the amount of freight and ex- 
press, and four times as many passengers, 
as in pre-war years. This statement by 
President R. C. Vaughan explains why the 
National system will not have to go to 
parliament for money to make up a deficit, 
is definitely out of. the “red'’, and has net 
revenues of $78,000,000 after meeting 
sharply increased costs of labor and mat- 
erials. 

It of course explains a good many other 
things as well; the vital part the railways 
have played in the war effort and in main- 
taining civilian life; the reason trains have 
been crowded; why passengers sometimes 
could not get the kind of accommodation 
they wanted or found the service some- 
what below the de luxe scale of peacetime; 
why at times freight has been slow in ar- 
riving, and box cars hard to get when and 
where wanted. The National, like its com- 
petitor, has been straining to meet a whol- 
ly unprecedented rush of business, and 
making a mighty good job of it. 

The basic fact emphasized by this show- 
ing is that railway prosperity depends upon 
traffic, There is nothing new in this, but 
it is worth keeping in mind for the light 
it throws on the future of what has been 
called our “railway problem”. 

Ten years ago a good many people 
thought we had created that “problem” by 
building too many railway lines and the 
conundrum was what to do with them. 
Wartime has shown that when the country 
is on a full-production basis we need more 
through lines rather than fewer, and that 
not many short feeder lines could be torn 
up withou cramping the national economy. 
It will be « .visable to remember that when 
the war ends and peacetime policies are 
being discussed.

In the ‘ong 
run discrimination in its American 
form disappeared. The Jamaican

This was the state of affairs up 
to the war and the granting of the 
West Indian bases to the United 
States.

Fire Precautions 


Following tragedies in 
Northern Alberta which small 
children have been burnt to death 


While their parents were away from 


recent 
in 


home, Ralph R. Moore, provincial 
fire commissioner, appealed to 
families in rural areas to take 
every precaution against fire out- 
breaks. 

Mr. Moore said: 


“Adult members of rural families 
are warned not to go away from 
their homes and leave the children 
in bed without anyone to watch 
the fires. Every year about this | 
time, when the first cold weather 
settles down, we experience a 
number of tragic fires which cause 
the deaths, usually of children 

“Such fires occur when the 
parents or other adults go out to 
visit friends or attend dances and 
leave the children in bed, with 
fires, apparently banked in 
safety. Children should never at 
any time be left alone without 
some older person to watch and 
attend to the fires. 

“Furthermore, great care should 
be taken to guard against fires 
caused by leaving clothing hanging 
close to stoves to dry or warm. 
Danger from fire in cold weather 
lies in the fact that fires are usually 
much larger than at other times. 
Precautions against fire must there- 
fore be doubled, but at no time 
should children be left alone while 
it is necessary to keep fires burn- 


ing in stoves, furnaces and fire- 
places.”
